Section 6.. The Representatives, s0 chosen, (a majority of whom 
shall constitute'a quorum for transacting business,) shall meet on the 
second Thursday of. the succeeding October, and shall be styled, 
The House of Representatives. They shall have power to choose 
their Speaker, their Clerk; and other nécessaty officers of the house ; 
sit on their own Adjournihents ; prepare bills and enact them ; judge - 
of the elections and qualifications of their own members: They may

in matters depending before them ; redress grievances ; impeach state 
criminals ; grant charters of incorporation ; constitute towns, bor- 
dughs, cities and counties ; they may annually, on their first ses- 
sion after their election, in conjunction with the Senate (or oftener- 
if need lie) elect Judges of the Supreme and several Countynnd Pro- 
bate Courts, Sheriffs and Justices of the peace ; and also, with the 
Senate, may elect Major-generals and Brigadier-generals, from time 
to time, as ofteti as there shall be occasion; and they shall have all 
other powers necessary for the House of Representatives of a free 
and sovereign state, Bur they shall have no power to add to, alter, 
abolish, or infringe, Any part of this Constitütion. 


- Section 9. The Senate -shall be composed of thirty Senators, to 
be of the freemen of the county for which they are elected, respec- 
tively, who are thirty years of age, or upwards, and to be annually 
elected by the freemen of each county, respectively. Bach county 
' shall be entitled to one Senator, at least, and the remainder of the 
Senators shall be apportioned’ to the several counties according to 
their population, as the same was ascertained by the last census, 
taken under the authority of the United States—regard being always 
had, in such apportionment, to the counties having the greatest frac- 
tion.—But the several counties shall, until after the next census of 
the United States, be entitied to elect, and have their Senators in 
the following proportion, to-wit: ^. 


` Bennington county, two ; Windham county, three ; Rutland €4oun- 
ty, three ; Windsor county, four ; Addison county, three ; Orange 
county, three ; Washington county, two ; Chittenden county, two ;

taxes haye been justly laid and collected, in.all parts of this common- 
wealth ; in what manner the public monies have heen disposed of, 
and whether the laws have been duly executed. For these purposes 
they shall have power to send for persons, papers and recarda ; ; they 
shall have power to pass public censures, to order impeachments, 
and to recommend to the Legislatire the repealing such laws as 
shall appear to them to have been passed contrary to the principles 
of the Constitution: These powers they shall continue to have for 
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and. during the space of one year from the day of their election, and 

- nó longer. "Phe said Council of Censors shall also have power to ` 
càl] ^a Convention, to meet within two ye&rk: ‘after their sitting, if - 
there appears to them aii ‘absolute 1 necessity of ‘amending any article ` 
of this Constitution, whieh may bè defective; explaining such asmay 
be. thought not clearly expressed, and of adding such ns are necessi- 
ry for the preservation, of. the. rights and- happiness of the people.

The Council of Censors, chosen oi the: in Wednesday. of March, 
1841, pursuant io the forty-third^ section of the Constitution of the `’ 
States. about. ro close their official labors, preserit tc tlie public the 
result of their deliberations in relation to the various subjécts Which 
have occupied. their attention during the past year. : - 

Among other things, itis made the duty of the Council to: inquire : 
whether the Constitution has been preserved inviolate, n every part’ 
during the last septenaty ; ; whetherthe Legislative and Executive _ 
branches of the government: have performed their duty as guardians : 
of the pedple, or assured to themselves or exercised! othôr or great: 
er powers than they are entitled to by the Constitution ; whether the 
public taxes , have been justly laid aud collected i in all parts of the 
State ;.in what manner the public money has- been disposed of, and 
whether the laws haye. been duly executed ; and they are empower- 
ed, also, to ‘propose: alterations and Een of the Constitution, 
and to call a Convention to consider, such alterations and amend- 
ments-as the. Council may: deein it expedient to propose. 

We haye ‘examined the various laws upon the statute book, aid : 
believe dar, with few exceptions, they have been enacted: with a 
due regard to the ‘provisions and limitations contained in.the-Con- 

Cc 
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stitution. Duty, however, constrained us to call the attention of the 
Legislature to that portion of the Militia law which related to the 
government of the Militia when not in actual service, and to pro- 
nounce that part of it, which empowered the. officers of thé Militia 
to ifüpose and enforce the collection of fines and: penalties by law- 
martial, and without the right of trial by jury; ta be in contravention’ 
ofthe seventeeth section of -the first Chapter of the Constitution. 
T'hat section declares that * no person in this State can, in any case, 
be subjected to law-martial a oF to any penalties or pains by virtue. of 
that law, except those. employed in the Army and the Militia in ae- 
tual service.” Believing that the law, authorizing the imposition of 
fines by courts-martial for Military neglects and offences, at ordinary 
Militia trainings, was directly in violation of the above récited arti- 
cle of the Constitution, we respectfully recommend to the Legisla- - 
ture its repeal or modification, and we are gratified to find that the 

last Legislature has so far amended this law as to repeal its objec- 

tionable parts, and to give the accused a trial before the. ordinary 

civil tribunals. 

The Couneil have directed their earnest consideration to the ten- 
ure of office now given to the State Senators.’ On viewing the sev- 
éral departments of legislation, and the purpose of each branch in 
its action, as a law-making power, we are struck with the impro- 
priety presented by the relative periods fór which the delegates to 
the several branches are respectively appointed. With the present 
mode of election and limitation of their services, it is but little better 
than giving the whole legislative power to a single body of men. 
They are all elected by the people at.the same time, and for the 
same period. ‘They go into office op the same day, and their pub- 
lic services terminate at the end of the year. As the Members of 
the House of Representatives, come from every town in the State, 
and are elected for one session’ ‘only, it cannot, from the very nature 
of the case, be otherwise than that tliere should be, in many. of them, : 
a want of experience in legislation. In so mimerous a body there 
will always be a liability to high excitements, and, as a consequencé, 
to inconsiderate. legislation. And, whenever. an improper excite-. 
ment, of a political cast, arise or exists. amongst the people, it will 
be communicated to, and carried: out by, the legisset in their offi- 
cial transactions. 

The object of a Senate is to establish & more —€— a delib- 
erative, and: independent body than the House. Such a body, in the 
process of law-making, experience has shown to be absolutely ne- 
cessary. But, as Senators and Members of the House are now 
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elected for the same term of time, and aa the Senate are a Fess nu- ` 
nierous body, and dependent, in some measure, for á re-election, ' 
upon the Representatives of their respective counties, who may be “ 
presumed to-exereise an influence oYer their elections, it is believed 
that they cannot possess: the independence requisite to. a proper re- 
vision. of the proceedings of the House of Representatives. 

In order.to secure this: important object, the Council of Censors 
have recommended an amendment of the Constitution, by giving to 
the Senators an official term of three years, and so classifying them 
as to have one-third go out of office at the expitation of each year. 
We consider this the more necessary, inasmuch ag the Executive 
department has no other power over the enactments of law, in his 
duty of revision, than to return them to the body in which they 
originated, with his objections, after. which, notwithstanding those 
objections, they may become the law d the land by a vote of a ma- 
jority, only, of each house; - € 

‘Fhe Senate ought to possess a eg of permaneucy and stability. 
of office, in order to prévent the necessity of the intervention of the — 
Executive Veto, a power always viewed by the people with jealousy, 
and its exercise generally marked. with disapprobation. By giving 
tothe Senators a term of three years, you place them beyond the in- 
fluence of: the sudden excitements of the day, arid yet leave them 
sufficiently responsible to their constituents. ftis believed, that, in 
selecting catididates for that office for the term of three years, more 
care will be taken to secure men worthy of the trust, than when the 
selection i is made to fill the offiée but for the term of one year. 

By a division of the Senate into three classes; by which a portion 
_ only will go out gach year, there will remain a majority of old mem- 
berg, by whose experience. the new ones will be greatly benefitted, 
and the whole together will form a salutary check upon the more 
numerots branch ofthe Legislature. Besides, the Senator for three 
years will find a greater obligation resting upon himself to become 
-acquainted with the duties of his- station, than if he were appointed 
but for a single sestioh, of four’ or five weeks. As hisi services and 
áttainments will be knowm and appreciated by his constituents, so 
will he. be stimulated br a laudable ambition to qualify himself for a 
faithful and honorable discharge of the important duties assigned 
him. Thus will the consérvative’ power of the Senateybe made to 
operate upon the government, and thus will that degree of stability 
in the law be preserved, so highly necessary in securing the a 
and prosperity of the people. 

- ‘Fhe Council have also had in consideration the Judicial system of 
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the State. They have much to admire in regard to the organization. 
-of this system. - The plan of combining the Supreme with the Coun» 
ty courts for the trial of issues of fact, so far as ta associate a Judge 
of the Supreme court with the Judges of the County court, has 
proved by experience to fulfil every purpose which its most ardent 
advocates could have anticipated, ` The great improvements which 
the adoption of this system. bag iutroduced in the administration of 
justice must be apparent to all who will. compare: it with the system 
by which it was preceded. But this Council believe that the time 
has arrived when an additional advantage might be obtained by giv- 
ing to the Judges of the Supreme court a greater degree of independ- 
ence. This should be done by enlarging the tenure of their office. 

As this is a subject fixed by the Constitution, and cannot, like the. 
organization of courts, come underthe control of Legislative enact- 
ment, it necessarily devolves upon us to recommend. such an im- 
provement. On the best reflection we can give the subject, con- 
nected with the present improvenent of the age, we cannot do our 
duty to the State, without,at this time, recommending an amend- 
ment of the Constitution so as to give to the Judges an office.to be 
held by them seven years from the date of their respective elections. 
This proposition has, been -brought into favor with the SEN by 
considerations, some of which they. will mention.. 

In no state in the Unior, with the exception of See and. 
Rhode island, are the Judges of the highest court elected annually. 

The appointment being made by the joint ballot of the two houses 
of our Legislature, it becomes highly necessary to.place the Supreme 
Judges beyond the encroachments of that body. - We cannot expect 
an impartial and secure administration of the laws without confet~ 
ring upon the Judges au independence which can never be realized 
under appointments annually made by the "Legislature. : : 

The Judicial power should be separated so far from the icicle. 
tive and Executive, as that neither should exercise the duties apper- 
taining to the other. Each should: be independent ofthe other. 
Neither should encroach upon the other ; and, as the judicial is the 
weaker body, it should, in the exercise of its functions, he rendered 
as independent of the other ap cireumstances, will admit, - 

It is an attribute of the Supreme Judicial tribunals to judge of the ' 
constitutionality of all laws passed by the Legislature, when properly 
brought in review beforethem.: They arè always to regard the Con- 
stitution’ as the fundamental law of. the land, and superior to any 
Legislative enactment, Consequently, if the law.is not warranted 
‘by, or is repugnant to, the provisions of the Constitution, as ia some- 
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times the cage, the Judges are. bound to pronounce it inoperative 
and yoid,.- Can it be expected thet Judges, dependent every year 


-upon the Legislature for their appointment, will passess the neces- 


sary ürinness to judge over. the heads of that body, and declare their 
enactments void ? The observation of every one, who has attended 
to thiá subject, ptoves that the contrary effect is the result. 

‘This Ocuncil, then; are fully of the opinion, that, tà secüre tklent, 
experience, fidelity and independence ae tenure of the office of the 
Judges should be enlarged. ' ` 

Yet, it may happen that the: EE prove: himself to bè iu- 
competent, of of a temperament: unsuitable for so high a trust, and 
still not wübject hirgakf to impeachment,—a mode of irial extremely: 
delicate, and one which would be resorted to- with great reluctance: 
The Council have, therefore; repontmended the principle of removal 
by resolution, on a vote of two-thirds of each of the houses of the 
Legislature. | It is believed that this will give a sufficient power over 
that Judge who proves to the people, by. his official Ming Hiat he 


l is unworthy of their confidence. 


Tha saubjeet of altering the time fov holding fremens inii. 
and the sessions of the Legislature, has been brought to our notice. 
by the urgent solicitations of individuals from various parts of the 
State. The time for holding freemen's meeting is alleged to be too 
early in the season, especially. for the accommodation of the fariner, 
asit most generally arrives before be ban completed his harvest, and: 
the early day of election not unfrequently SS = un stendsice 
of the Geemen at the polls. 

. Ap a remedy for these inconveniences, we have sien fit to tege 
fo tbe people, for their consideration, the second Tuesday of Oct- 
ber for the holding of freemen’s meeting, and the first Tharsday of 
January folowing for the convening of the Legislature, giving to 
that body the power to appoint, by law, a different day, for the 
meeting of the Legislature, if deemed advisable. Whether this is 
called for, à ja 5 question for your tonsideration aud decision. — 

The manner of appointment of the Pfficers of the county has been 


urged upon the Council from various paris of the State! Strong ob- 
_jections are made tò the present mode of electing these local officers 


“by the Legislature. The éandidates cannot be supposed to be per- 


zonally known to but few of that body. Consequently, imposition 
and intrigue have toó frequently had more to do than ‘merit in the 


- appointment-of these officers. ` The Council, therefore, have thought 


it advisable to give these. appointments directly to the people, who 
willbe best acquainted with the qualifications of those who are to 
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serve them, and will be better calculated to select, and as well in- 
clined to appoint, the best men to office, as the ey whose duty it 
now is to-indke these appointments. 

As, in a free government, all appointments to office, as wall as all 
laws, proceed directly or indirectly from the people, it cannot well 
he denied that, as far ns is practicable, these powers should be re- 
tained by them. ‘Phe Council, therefore, recommend that the slec- 
tion of Sheriff and High Bailiff be giyen to the freemen of the coun- 
ty. "These are Executive officers of the county; clothed, in the exe- 
cution of their duties, with the powerto control, Got. only the prop- 
erty, but the persons of individnals, ‘Their authority. js confined 
to and pervades the county, and their appointment ought therefore, 
not to be taken from the people of the county. — 

Jn regard to the appointment of Justices of the penis, by the fege- 
men of their respective towns, although the office is for the county, 
yet, &s.their services are mostly confined to-the town in which they 
reside ; arid inasmuch as, in the one case, they will be personally 
kiowa to every elector, and in the other (if -elected by the county) 
will be known to but few, it- is the opinion of the Council that the 
whole public interest will be better subserved by giving the appoint-. 
ment of the Justices of the peace to the freemen ef. the town in 
which they reside, than in any other way. 

We have, therefore, proposed an amendment of ES Constitution 
giving the appointment of this officer directly to the freemen of the _ 
town ; and we have likewise recommended that the number of Jus- 
tices, to be appointed for each town, be somewhat in proportion to 
the number of inhabitants of Ne ae one towa being allowed 
more than twelve. . ; 

We have proposed an amendment. to the pm section of the 
second chapter of the Constitutiots, altering the manner of making 
returns of votes given for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and 
Treasurer, authorizing the several presiding officers over the sev- 
eral freemen’s meetings i in this State to forward a certificate of the 
number of votes given, without transmitting the ballots themselves. 

Under the present mode, considerable, inconvenience has been ex- 
perienced, while it is net known that any benefit has been derived. 
The certificate of the officer alone has been all the: evidence required 
by the canvassing committee when ascertaining the number ef votes 
cast for the respective candidates. ` . 

-The subject of abolishing the Council of Censors, and giving. the. 
power to propose amendments of the Constitution to one or both . 
branches.of the Legislature, has been presented.to the déliberate. 
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considération of this Council. . It tias been urged that it would be an 
important saving of expense tó: the State, and that the other duties 


of the Council, as now preseribed, have, by the progress of improve- " 
ment ia the. Legislative and Judicial departnients of the government, - 


become unimportant and;useless, “But, after a full discussion of this 
subject we have not judged it expedient. to. recommend the nbolish- 
ing ofthat body. We have reason to apprehend that if the power 


* 


to propose zinendmients of the Constipation were exercised by one - 


or both branches of the Legislature, there could De ng saving of ex- 
pense, considering the time that would thus be occupied by those 
bodies ;—that party politica would too often mix with the discus- 
sions, and ibfluence the EN in relation to Es: proposals of 
amendment. 

The Council ‘has seen Stu place before you, for. your considera- 

tion and decision, one other proposal of amendment to the Constitu- 
dion. This relates to. the forty-third section of the second part of 
that instrument. We propose sò to alter and ‘amend that section as 
to give directly to the people the adoption or rejection of such 
recommendation of amendments to the Constitution as‘shall be pro- 
posed by the Council of Censors. . 

"This measure will place the question of UE before each 
individual, who will be dependent upon no. one for the expression of 
his opinions. ` D commends itself to your favorable consideration, 
because it i$ in atrietconformity with the first principles of a repub- 


lican government. ` "The Constitution is the ground-work of the law - 


af the land, and, as such, should proceed directly from those who are 
to be bound by it. "This is the charter by which ail the depariments 
of' the government are limited, and. which declares, thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther. Fhe people have the right to alter or amend 
the Constitution for the promotion of their welfare, std that right is 
inalienable. ` A right sg. vitally important, which can with so little 
inconvenience be exercised by the freemen themselves, whould never 
be entrusted to others. ` | 

‘The power to propose amendments must "necessarily be delegated 
to some' selected body. In the, diffexent states, different rules pre- 
vail, In some, it is given to the Legislature, under certain restric- 
tions; in others, tox Convention elected by the people ; in ‘ours, to 
a Council of Censors, elected once in seven years. But the power 
of adopting or rejecting, ought . always to he vested in the freemen 
themselves, and ‘an opportunity js now offered to the people of Ver- 
mont - ‘to aksett:and secure for themselyes and uad pain this 
most invaluable and inalienableright. — 
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In regolving to call a Convention, we have acted upon the ful) be: . 
lief that the rights and interests. of our fellow-citigens vi wil he ade 
vanced by the adoption of these amendments. `
